Aromatic Tobacco 
Crops Averaged 
76c Last Year 


West Liberty has been selected 
as the site for the first sale of 
aromatic type (Turkish) tobacco 
in Kentucky this season. 

The sale will be held Oct. 15 
in the old gymnasium near the 
Morgan County High School for 
crops grown in four mountain 
counties—Morgan, Elliott, Magof¬ 
fin and Floyd. 

Tagging, weighing and grading 
of the Turkish leaf will start at 
7:30 a.m. and the sale will start 
at 8. The general public may at¬ 
tend the sale, Morgan County 
Extension Agent Carl Sinclair, 
said. Sinclair will be in charge 
of arrangements. 

Seven farmers in the four co¬ 
unties produced Turkish tobacc 
this season on contract with the 
Southeastern Aromatic Tobacco 
Company of North Carolina, which 
will have buyers here to purchase 
the crops. 

Farmers will be paid for their 
leaf on the spot and there will 
be no selliig charge, Sinclair said. 

The West Liberty sale will 
the second in Kentucky. Last 
year’s sale was held at Paints- 
ville. 

Eighteen Kentucky farmers are 
producing Turkish tobacco this 
year. In Northeastern Kentucky 
there are seven growers, two in 
Morgan, three in Magoffin and 
one each in Elliott and Floyd. Ira 
Massie, tobacco specialist with the 
Kentucky Experiment Station, es¬ 
timates the four counties will 
send between 4.000 to 5,000 pounds 
to the West Liberty sale. 

Unlike burlcy, no government 
allotment is needed to grow aro¬ 
matic type tobacco. Most of the 
Kentucky crops are grown in the 
mountain counties and production 
averages from 900 to 1,200 pounds 
per acre. The crop brought an 
average of 75c a pound last year, 
ranging from 40c to 1.25 accord¬ 
ing to grade. 

Morgan's two growers of aro¬ 
matic tobacco this season ar-* 
Charles Walter of Nickell and 
Harold Rose and Elbert Taulbee 
of Ezel. 

T. F. Green of near Sandy Hook 
is Elliott's producer. He harvested 
a crop of 1,200 pounds from .9 of 
an acre. 

Harvesting of the Turkish type 
burley requires from five to six 
weeks, and it must be cured in a 
closed barn. 

Many farmers contemplating 
the growing of Turkish type bur- 
ley are expected to attend the 
sale in West Liberty.

Whitt Finds Single 
Live Chestnut Tree 
In 4-Day Wandering

I spent four days last week in 
the woods hunting squirrels, slip¬ 
ping up branches, climbing hills 
and crawling through the bushes. 
I have seen several hunters. I 
always whistle and then they 
whistle back. This keeps them 
from taking me for a squirrel and 
is a good way to get acquainted. 

One day was spent in the hills 
where 1 grew up as a boy. It had 
been fifty years since I hunted 
and killed squirrels there. On 
the ridge back of the Jeff Lewis 
chestnut orchard the old hickory 
trees stand. Some hunter had 
beat me to them and I saw three 
blue shells. 


The chestnut trees were all 
gone—all but one. The blight 
had killed them. I saw only 
one chestnut in all my hunting, 
and this tree stands back of 
Herbert Hammond’s. He may 
not know it’s there, but it 
looked healthy and had several 
chestnuts on it. I think he 
should protect it. and have Har¬ 
old Barber, the State biologist, 
to find out if it is resistant to 
blight. It may be that it is. and 
that a new strain should be de¬ 
veloped.

Finds A New Cave 


The old road where the men 
hauled "lumber and railroad ties 
across the hill at the head of 
Vance Fork fifty years ago still 
exists. At the foot of the hill, the 
Whitcombs from Pennsylvania 
drilled an oil well 55 years ago, 
and oil ran down the branch to 
the school. I have always thought 
that there is oil somewhere in the 
area about the head of Vance 
Fork and the head of the Griffith 
Fork where Ed Holbrooks owns 
a large boundary of land that 
once was owned by James Bailey, 
J. E. Whitt, J. H. Vance, Bill 
Griffith, Alison Hammond, Gus 
Vance, John Prater and others. 


There are rock houses and 
caves up some of the hollows 
where bears can find refuge. Not 
far from the mouth of Straight 
Creek and up one of the deep 
hollows is a cave, and paths made 
by wild animals lead into it. Wa¬ 
ter flows from under some of the 
rocks and above the cave is an 
acre or two of level land. It was 
like climbing up the Alps to get 
on top of the hill. 

Many of the hills that have 
been cleared and cultivated in the 
past have now grown up in 
bushes and trees. 


On my trip where I lived as 
a boy there is not a single foot 
being cultivated in all the hun¬ 
dreds of acres. Where fields of 
com. oats, wheat and grass 
grew not a single foot is culti¬ 
vated. not a fence or scarcely 
a house stands. Hundreds of 
acres are now untouched, going 
back to nature. 


Going Back To Nature 

No one lives in all this area 
now. Not a foot is being culti¬ 
vated. The hills that once grew 
corn, oats, wheat and grass are 
growing in timber today. 

Mrs. Stacy, who lives just 
above the Tom Phipps place on 
Caney, told me when I started up 
the branch that I would get lost. 

It is good for anyone to revisit 
the scenes of their childhood—to 
walk where they walked as a 
child and to see where they work¬ 
ed and played and to remember 
those who grew up with them. 1 
thought of Dave Allen’s family, 
Roy and Loy and Myrtle and 
Harlan. I thought of the Salyers 
families, Kenus and Leonard and 
Arnie and Moss and the others. I 
thought of the Adams families, 


1 could write mufch more, but. 
I think it would be worth more 
for our readers if some of the 
businessmen would shoulder a 
gun at daybreak and climb the 
hills and gaze from the top of the 
high peaks. It would help their. 
nerves whether they killed a. 
.squirrel or not.

The words "Organized Labor” 
stand as a shrine to the memory 
of Peter J McGuire, who at the 
age of twenty-nine saw the need 
of recognition of the working man 
and subsequently was the orgin- 
ator and founder of Labor Day, 
which become a National holiday 
by act of Congress June 28, 1887
